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MP wants to 
quiz Gove on 
college probe

LUTON MP Gavin Shuker has 
said he will be looking for 
opportunities to quiz Education 
Secretary Michael Gove about 
the investigation underway at 
the Barnfield Federation. 

On Monday the Department 
for Education (DfE) and the 
Skills Funding Agency (SFA) 
confirmed they had launched a 
joint-investigation into opera¬ 
tions at the Federation, which 
runs a series of educational 
institutions in the town, includ¬ 
ing Barnfield College. 

The inquiry is looking at the 
Federation’s finances, as well as 
its information and manage¬ 
ment systems. Among the areas 
being looked into are allegations 
of ‘grade massaging’ which are 
being levelled at the college. 

Debates on education are 
expected to take place in 
Parliament over the next few 
weeks and Mr Shuker, MP for 
Luton South, said he would be 
looking for a chance to question 
Mr Gove. 

He said: “I will put in a request 
to ask a question and if the

chance allows it I will. I am look¬ 
ing for an opportunity to ask 
Michael Gove about Barnfield, 
but that’s all reliant on whether 
or not I get the chance at the 
next debate on education.” 

Mr Gove praised Barnfield and 
then chief executive Peter 
Birkett after a visit to the college 
in 2011. 

He had said: “What Barnfield 
has shown students is that you 
can do better and you can go 
further. What Pete Birkett has 
done is truly amazing - he has 


created an education model 
which others should follow. 

“I am here to learn from him. 
Success is all about leadership 
and the team that work within 
the Barnfield Federation are up 
for that challenge.” 

Luton on Sunday contacted the 
DfE to ask if Mr Gove still stood 
by the remarks he made. 

A spokesman said: “It would 
not be appropriate to comment 
whilst the investigation is still 
on-going.” 

In a separate development ear¬ 
lier this week, Mr Shuker and 
Luton North MP Kelvin Hopkins 
wrote to the DfE after they 
received a specific allegation 
about ‘poor financial manage¬ 
ment’ at Barnfield College. 

They said they also raised con¬ 
cerns about ‘extensive staff 
reorganisation, large scale 
redundancies, and a lack of joint 
working with the local authority’. 

In a statement the Federation 
has said it is ‘fully engaged with 
the Skills Funding Agency and 
the Education Funding Agency 
on this matter’. 

The probe is expected to last 
between four to six weeks. For 
more on the story turn to page 2.

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Sir Peter releases his 
statement on Barnfield

THE former director general of 
the Barnfield has distanced 
himself from a government 
investigation currently going on 
at the Federation. 

Sir Peter Birkett said when he 
left Barnfield this summer it had 
been reported to him that ‘the 
interim results were the highest 
ever, there were healthy finan¬ 
cial reserves and the staffing 
reshaping of the college would 
place the organisation in a solid 
position moving forward’. 

Earlier this week, the 
Department for Education (DfE) 
and the Skills Funding Agency 
(SFA) announced that it was 
conducting a joint-investigation 
into the Federation and Barnfield 
College. 

A spokesman for the SFA said it 
had ‘received allegations’ which 
were being taken ‘seriously’. 

On Thursday, the Futon branch 
of the National Union of Teachers 
said they had been concerned 
with Barnfield’s strategy when 
Sir Peter had been in charge. 

Bodrul Amin, from the NUT, 
said: “Sir Peter Birkett, the ex¬ 
director general, made it very 
clear that he wanted Barnfield in 
the future to be a profit-making 
entity. If we go down this route 
this is what can happen because

people will put profit before 
education. 

“This can happen with acade¬ 
mies because there is no over¬ 
sight into the academies by the 
local education authority.” 

In a statement released on 
Thursday night Sir Peter said: 
“Through the media I have just 
learned of a DfE audit of 
Barnfield, however, I am not 
aware of the purpose or scope of 
the audit so am unable to com¬ 
ment on the specifics. 

“What I can say is that when I 
moved on from Barnfield as 
director general of the whole 
Barnfield Federation it was 
reported to me that the interim 
results were the highest ever, 
there were healthy financial 


reserves and the staffing reshap¬ 
ing of the college would place the 
organisation in a solid position 
moving forward. 

“Policy and practices were 
regularly internally and exter¬ 
nally reviewed and if found in 
need of improvement then action 
was taken immediately. 

“Barnfield in the past explored 
the possibility of turning the col¬ 
lege into a not for profit company 
- it was concluded not to pursue 
this. I am sure Barnfield will con¬ 
tinue to do what is in the best 
interest of its students”. 

On Friday, Luton on Sunday was 
led to believe it would have a 
chance to interview Stephen 
Hall, one of the CEOs currently 
in charge of the Federation. 

However, he later declined to 
take part in an interview and a 
spokesman for the college said 
Mr Hall would be doing no more 
media interviews until the 
government report had been 
published. 

A statement released by Mr Hall 
earlier in the week said: “The 
Barnfield Federation takes any 
allegation against its college or 
its academies very seriously - as 
our parents and our students 
would expect us to. 

“This is why we are fully 
engaged with the Skills Funding 
Agency and the Education 
Funding Agency on this matter.”

MP ASKS FOR SCHOOL PROBE 

PRIME Minister David Cameron 
has been asked to extend an 
investigation at Barnfield to 
include a failed free school bid. 

Fernwood School, in Aspley 
Heath, had been granted free 
school status as part of the 
Barnfield Federation last year 
but failed to open this year. 

Nadine Dorries, MP for Mid 
Bedfordshire, made the request 
during Prime Minister’s 
Questions on Wednesday. 

She said: “In Mid Bedfordshire 
last year 130 parents, teachers 
and staff were very disappointed 
when their free school applica¬ 
tion failed. That application was 
managed by the Barnfield 
Federation which is now under 
investigation. 

“Would the Prime Minister 
please use his good offices to 
ensure that the failed free school 
application in Mid Bedfordshire 
is incorporated into this 
inquiry?” 

In his reply Mr Cameron said he 
would ‘look at my honourable 
friend’s suggestion’. 

UNION SENDS LETTER TO 0FSTED 

TEACHERS’ union leaders have 
written to Ofsted to raise con¬ 
cerns about ‘management and 
governance’ at Barnfield College 
and Barnfield Federation. 

Bodrul Amin, from the National 
Union of Teachers (NUT) in 
Luton, said the union had con¬ 
cerns about the Federation’s 
strategy under its former head 
Sir Peter Birkett. 

He added that they were now 
awaiting the report into the 
allegations made against the 
organisation.

Neighbour charged with murder 


A MAN appeared before magistrates on 
Friday charged with the murder of a 
67-year-old who was stabbed to death 
in his garage in Luton. 

Sameer Babar, 35, is accused of 
killing pensioner Leonard Flower at his 
home in Carnegie Gardens on Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Babar, who also lives in Carnegie 
Gardens, was arrested in Warwickshire 
early on Tuesday evening. 

Mr Flower, a retired computer analyst, 
was found by a woman delivering leaf¬ 
lets. He died shortly after police and 
ambulance crews arrived. 


His wife of 47 years, who was in the 
house at the time, was unaware of the 
incident until the emergency services 
arrived at the property. 

Babar was remanded in custody and 
will appear at Luton Crown Court in 
November for a plea and case 
management hearing.

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Libraries WILL close 
due to cut in funding

CAMPAIGNERS who fought to save 
two libraries in Luton have branded 
the decision to permanently close 
them ‘a disgrace'. 

On Friday, Luton Culture announced 
that Wigmore Library and Sundon 
Park Library will shut, while the 
Mobile Library Service will be 
stopped, due to £1.58m funding cuts. 

This decision follows months of 
consultation on the future of the 
library services. Petitions which 
called for the facilities to remain open 
were signed by thousands. 

Following the announcement, 
Maggie Appleton, Chief Executive of 
Luton Culture, said: “This is a sad day 
for us and we very much regret that 
we have to announce closures. 

“We have incredibly loyal customers 
who deeply value their libraries and 
the library staff who serve them. 

“Sadly, the £1.58m cut our charity is 
facing has forced us to make changes. 

“The consultation and prioritisation 
exercise led by Luton Borough 
Council ensured that all viable 
options for making savings across the

library network were carefully 
analysed and considered. As a result 
of this exercise, 86.6% of people in 
Luton will still live within a mile of a 
library after these closures - com¬ 
pared to 88 per cent at the moment.” 

But campaigner Doreen Steinberg 
who petitioned to save Wigmore 
Library said the decision may be 
appealed. She said: “Official chal¬ 
lenges have been sent to Luton 
council by the Luton People’s 


Assembly and others saying the con¬ 
sultation was flawed and not compre¬ 
hensive and inclusive.” 

Claire Lee, who campaigned to keep 
Sundon Park library open, added that 
the closure would be the ‘nail in the 
coffin for the community’. 

She said: “We have been ignored, 
the petition has been ignored - it’s a 
complete disgrace. What an awful 
legacy to be left behind for the next 
generation of young people.”

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Age Concern warns 
of rise in cold deaths

MORE than 100 old people in Luton will die as 
a result of the cold adnd being unable to heat 
their homes, a charity director has warned. 

Colette McKeaveney, from Age Concern, said 
she was expecting the winter death rate to be 
higher this year as more people find it difficult 
to afford rising heating bills. 

Figures released by Public Health England 
showed that in 2010/11 there were 100 ‘excess’ 
winter deaths in the town. This number 
reflects how many more deaths 
there are during winter months 
compared with the non-winter 
months of the year. 

No statistics have been 
released for 2011/12 and 
2012/13 but in 11/12 there were 
24,000 ‘excess’ winter deaths in 
the UK. 

Mrs McKeaveney said the 
charity, which supports 2,400 
elderly people in the town, had 
loaned out 100 emergency heaters 
last winter after having a lot of people 
request help. 

She said: “We know that after a really cold 
spell death rates are really high and we have 


been warned that this is going to be a really 
harsh winter. We think the excess winter 
death rate is going to be higher than 100. Last 
year’s rates have not been released yet but we 
think they’ll be higher and this year is going to 
be higher than that.” 

In the past few weeks various groups have 
been campaigning nationally for the 
Government to tackle the cost of heating after 
energy companies announced another round 
of controversial price hikes. 

Mrs McKeaveney said more needed to be 
done to insulate homes and make sure elderly 
eople were getting the best deals on fuel. 
She added: “They need to check 
they’re getting the right benefits. 
The primary thing is they keep 
themselves warm and be careful 
not to let the temperatures get 
low. 

“What some elderly people do 
is only heat the room they are 
in but keep the rest of the house 
ice cold. 

“It’s one of those of things for 
the whole community needs to be 
thinking of.” 

On Friday Public Health England 
issued guidelines which said people should 
heat their home to between 18-21 degrees to 
stay safe. 



House scheme is underway 


THE ‘New Homes for Luton’ scheme has 
entered its second phase - which means 
more affordable properties are due to be 
built across the town. 

The ambitious project is not only 
addressing the need for housing locally, 
but is also providing young people with 
the chance to gain skills in construction, 
through an apprenticeship programme. 

Luton Borough Council, Wates and 
Catalyst Housing have teamed up to 
build 209 new dwellings over the coming 
months. The new houses will be a mix of 
private sale (100 properties), shared 
ownership (44) and affordable rent (65). 

Council Leader Cllr Hazel Simmons 
said: “The project is essential to deliver 
housing the town needs. 

“The high cost of land means that we 
have to use unused council land to build 
these homes. This is our response to 
providing housing that we couldn’t have

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Be prepared for 
St Jude Day storm

LUTON is bracing itself for 
the arrival of the St Jude Day 
storm, which is forecast to 
reach us tomorrow (Monday) 
morning. 

An amber alert for high 
winds, which could reach 
speeds of up to 80mph has 
been issued, and there is also 
concern that heavy rain 
could cause flooding. 

The Met Office has warned 
that the public ‘should be 
prepared for the risk of fall¬ 


ing trees as well as damage to 
buildings and other struc¬ 
tures’ caused by gale-force 
winds. 

Bedfordshire Police Chief 
Supt Mike Colbourne, Chair 
of the Bedfordshire and 
Luton Local Resilience 
Forum (BLLRF), said: “While 
there is no need for any 
undue alarm, the forecast is 
currently for winds of a 
strength that we have not 
seen in this part of the coun¬ 
try for more than 20 years. 

“With the trees still in leaf 
and the ground soft after 


recent rain, there is certainly 
the potential for some tree 
and structural damage, and 
disruption to travel particu¬ 
larly on Monday morning. 

“Our partners will continue 
to monitor the latest fore¬ 
casts over the weekend and, if 
the situation develops, can 
activate a multi-agency 
response including organisa¬ 
tions such as the Environment 
Agency, Highways Agency 
and the utility companies.”

Plans in place for 
fire service strikes

BEDFORDSHIRE’S Deputy 
Chief Fire Officer has said 
that plans will be put in place 
to ensure the county’s Fire 
and Rescue Service will still 
be able to respond to emer¬ 
gency incidents, following 
the Fire Brigades Union 
(FBU) announcement of 
more strike action. 

The FBU is in dispute with 
the Government over chang¬ 
es to the firefighters’ pension 
scheme and retirement age 


and has announced its 
members will hold further 
action, including two strikes: 
one on Friday, November 1 
from 6.30pm-llpm, and the 
second on Monday, November 
4, from 6am-8am. 

Bedfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service (BFRS) will 
reinstate its contingency 
plans that were put in place 
during the previous day of 
strike action, in September, 
to ensure it could still answer 
and respond to 999 calls. 

Glen Ranger, Deputy Chief 
Fire Officer for Bedfordshire 


Fire and Rescue Service, said: 
“We will still be able to 
answer emergency 999 calls, 
and we will respond where a 
person’s life is at risk, as well 
as other emergency situa¬ 
tions, with fully trained fire¬ 
fighters and officers. 

“Fiowever, our plans will 
inevitably not be able to 
match the normal cover. 

“We may therefore need to 
prioritise any incidents to 
respond where lives are 
threatened in incidents such 
as fires, road traffic colli¬ 
sions, or flooding.”

Bonfires built early are ‘hedgehog hotels’ 


SIR - Every year an 
unknown number of 
hedgehogs die or suffer 
horrific injuries because 
bonfire piles are not 
checked before being lit. 

To save hedgehogs and 
other wildlife from 
appalling suffering the 
British Hedgehog 
Preservation Society 
[BHPS] urges that 
bonfires should not be 
built until the day they 
are to be lit. 

This will not only save 
wildlife from burning to 
death but will also stop 
the bonfire from getting 
soaked should it rain the 
night before. 

Piles of bonfire materi¬ 
al look like five star 
hotels to a hedgehog in 
search of a hibernation 
site. It’s crucial to dis¬ 
mantle and move bon¬ 
fire material that has 
been stored in advance 
on open ground. 

Ensure it is moved to 
clear ground, never on 
top of a pile of leaves as 
there could be a hedge¬ 
hog underneath, and not 
too close to pampas 
grass which can ignite 
very easily and this is 
another favourite spot

for hedgehogs to hide 
under. If a large bonfire 
has to be built in 
advance, protect it 
while building by putting 
some chicken wire one 
metre high all the way 
around the bottom. 

This should be held in 
place with stakes and 
the wire should slope 
outwards at an angle to 
make it difficult to 


climb, as hedgehogs are 
good climbers. 

If, whilst building, a 
bonfire is left unattend¬ 
ed for however short a 
time, it’s imperative to 
check for young chil¬ 
dren, hedgehogs and 
other animals, including 
family pets, before 
lighting. 

As hedgehogs tend to 
hide in the centre and 


bottom two feet of the 
bonfire, check by gently 
lifting the bonfire sec¬ 
tion by section with a 
pole or broom. 

Never use a spade or 
fork as these can stab 
them. 

Using a torch will help 
and listen for a hissing 
sound, as this is the 
noise they make when 
disturbed. 


If hedgehogs are 
found, take as much off 
the nest as you can and 
place them in a high-sid¬ 
ed cardboard box with 
plenty of newspaper. 
Ensure there are air 
holes in the lid and that 
the lid is secured. 

Put the box in a safe 
place such as a shed or 
garage well away from 
the festivities as fire¬ 
works can terrify them, 
and offer them meaty 
cat or dog food and 
fresh water to drink. 

Once the bonfire is 
totally damped down, 
release the hedgehog 
under a hedge, bush or 
behind a stack of logs 
with more food and 
water. 

Going to an organised 
fireworks display is a 
far safer option for both 
humans and animals.

Worries for busway 

SIR -1 had the pleasure of 
travelling on the new busway 
recently. 

However, I noticed that most of 
it was fenced which may present 
difficulties in the event of 
engine failure or indeed when 
the track is snowed under 
during the winter. 

I wonder how the recovery 
services would cope in the event 
of a heavy snowfall. Would the 
busway be usable at all? 

Passengers trapped in a broken 
down bus anywhere along the 
track would have difficulty 
getting to safe ground. 

Following buses would be 
trapped as it seems there are no 
bypasses to enable them to get 
round a broken down bus. 

It seems that the whole busway 
would be unusable till the 
obstruction was cleared. 

Maybe in that event, the buses 
could provide a ‘Limited Stop’ 
service using the main Luton to 
Dunstable roads to busway 
stops, plus a few others for the 
convenience of passengers.

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman replied: 

“Readers should be assured 
that all bus companies have 
contracts with recovery agen¬ 
cies so that in the event of a 
breakdown buses can be 
removed as quickly as possible. 


“All drivers are in touch by 
radio with the control centre so 
they can alert and be notified of 
any incident. 

“In the event of any need to 
close a section of the busway, 
each operator has designated 
routes to be followed on normal 
roads as a temporary measure 
until the incident is cleared. 

“Between the fence and the 
edge of the guideway there is a 
one-metre verge which can be 
accessed by pedestrians should 
they need to disembark a bus in 
the event of an incident. 

“A full winter maintenance 
service comprising gritting and 
snow clearance is being provid¬ 
ed by Central Bedfordshire 
Council along the guideway.” 


Council checks pets

dead cats and dogs on public 
land. 

But we would like to reassure 
readers that for years, Luton has 
been automatically scanning 
dead cats and dogs to check for 
a microchip, unlike many other 
councils. 

A microchip allows us to 
immediately find the pet owners 
who can then take charge of the 
body of their much-loved pet. 
Microchip information is stored 
on a national database which 
means that if an animal is lost 
or stolen and found anywhere in 
the country, it can be quickly 


reunited with its owners.

Are our police forces 
still a force for good? 


W HO watches the 
watchmen? That 
is to say, who 
makes sure the 

people controlling, or policing 
us, to ensure we behave, are 
behaving themselves. 

The question was asked by 
great philosophers such as 
Plato and Socrates (not the 
footballer) and is very relevant 
today. Especially when looking 
at our police force. 

I come from an age when 
coppers were a trusted breed. 
Perhaps they did not deserve 
it but they were visible and 
approachable. Yet the more 
‘professional’ they seem to 
have become the less visible 
and approachable they are. 
And even more of a club that 
seems to care as much about 
looking after themselves as 
protecting the public. 

Two examples cover the 
country and litter the last 
three decades: first that many 
people have not received the 
protection and service they 
deserve; and second that the 
police will go to any lengths 
to protect themselves from 
proper scrutiny when things 


appear to have gone wrong. 

Hillsborough is obviously 
the most stark example but by 
no means the only one. I 
remember my own marching 
days, against the bomb, 
apartheid and for jobs and 
civil rights. 

The police, always there in 
great number, never bothered 
to hide their distaste for us 
and were quick to act at the 
slightest non-compliance. 

This does not appear to have 
changed much, from the sto¬ 
ries I hear. When push comes 
to shove they are rarely even- 
handed but take sides, which 
protesters against fracking and 
the badger culls will testify. 
Often in these circumstances 
they act as judge and jury. 

Journalists were never very 
popular, unless they were 
needed to give ‘the police 
line’, which again still seems 
to be going on, even against 
Tory politicians apparently. 

I say apparently because the 
police have always been quick 
to reach for their lawyers at 
the merest hint of criticism. 

When the Tories are having a 
go at the police, something 


has gone drastically wrong. 

They do, of course, have 
certain watchmen - the 
Independent Police 
Complaints Commission and 
the new Crime 
Commissioners - but they 
don’t have many teeth and are 
part of the club themselves. 

It is a culture problem, which 
is often exacerbated when 
they are together. The more 
they are criticised the more 
they will dig in - them against 
the world. And talking of the 
world, it is a problem I have 
seen in many other countries, 
some where the only escape is 
bribery, which thankfully is 
not an issue here. 

Part of the problem may be 
cuts, which mean there are no 
longer beat cops across much of 
the country, although that 
might be as much technology 
as cash. And all the changes to 
their governance seem to have 
made matters worse not better. 
But to some extent they now 
stand apart and can be accused 
of what was always said about 
journalism, power without 
responsibility. It is time to have 
a closer look at the watchmen.

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Inquiry puts Uni 
research ‘at risk’

AN investigation has con¬ 
cluded that the University of 
Bedfordshire has broken 
regulations after it was 
found that a decision to 
award a PhD to a candidate 
was flawed. 

The Quality Assurance 
Agency for Higher Education 
(QAA) launched an enquiry 
after concerns were raised by 
two external examiners in 
January. It was discovered 
the university allowed the 


candidate a second resub¬ 
mission of a thesis, contrary 
to its own regulations. 

In addition the roles of 
internal examiner and super¬ 
visor were not transparently 
separated and the institution 
did not clearly inform the 
original external examiners 
about the case when they 
expressed their concerns. 

As a result the awarding of 
postgraduate research has 
been placed at risk. 

A spokesman for the 
University of Bedfordshire 
said: “We accept that errors 


were made in regulatory and 
procedural processes, lead¬ 
ing to the award of a PhD to a 
candidate in 2012. 

“These errors relate to the 
handling of a thesis first 
submitted in 2008, and 
subsequently resubmitted in 
2009 and 2011. 

“The QAA has acknowl¬ 
edged that the university has 
already taken strong steps to 
prevent the recurrence of 
such irregularities.” 

The university now has six 
weeks to draw up a plan to 
address the QAA’s findings.

Pirate tale is welcome return 
to form for screen star Hanks 



FILM REVIEW 

CAPTAIN PHILLIPS (12A) 

Director: Paul Greengrass 


THE buzz has been pretty high for 
this ‘based-on-a-true-story’ thrill¬ 
er about the real-life Somali pirate 
hijacking of a US ship in 2009 - and 
for the most part it’s well deserved. 

Tom Hanks puts in another Oscar- 
nomination worthy performance 
(though a third win would be a 
stretch) under the guidance of 
acclaimed United 93 and The 
Bourne Ultimatum helmer Paul 
Greengrass in this effective edge- 
of-the-seat thriller. 

But it’s arguably the cast of Somali 
pirates - particularly Barkhad Abdi 
as leader Muse - who really make 
this movie so compelling. 

Cleverly, director Greengrass 
doesn’t just throw Muse - and his 
three compatriots - literally in at 
the deep end, but shows an intrigu¬ 
ing empathetic back story that out¬ 
lines the lengths these poor Somali 
villagers will go to - all to please 
greedy money-hungry bosses. 

And this time these pirates have 
really gone for a big fish, by target¬ 
ing American container vessel the 
Maersk Alabama, which is travel¬ 
ling 145 miles off the Somali coast 
with a 20-man crew. 

But through some instinctive 
anti-pirate techniques and delay¬ 
ing tactics, the ship’s captain 
Richard Phillips (Hanks) provides 
heroism which leads to an intrigu¬ 
ing stand-off as the unarmed ship 
is boarded by these fearless African 
invaders. 

For those of you who don’t know 


the story, the rest of this review will 
be plot-free - but suffice to say this 
is tense stuff despite the final third 
dragging a tad. 

But it’s particularly the chemistry 
between Hanks and Abdi that 
makes it a must-see as the duo find 
themselves at the mercy of powers 


beyond their control. 

It is arguably a film that needs to 
be seen just once, and lacks that 
certain ‘magic’ to make it truly a 
movie ‘great’ - but this is solid and 
competent fare that deserves atten¬ 
tion despite a few alleged inaccura¬ 
cies given that Hollywood spin. 


It’s also a welcome return to form 
for Hanks who comes through 
choppy waters to steer this elegant¬ 
ly into the year’s top ten films.

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Alan Bennett gives his 
power to the People

Milton Keynes Theatre 

Tuesday-Saturday 

FOLLOWING a sell-out run at the 
National Theatre ALAN 
BENNETT’S play, People, is 
coming to Milton Keynes. IUDY 
RILEY asked him about writing, 
pornography and how he would 
like to be remembered. 

In People two sisters argue about 
what should happen to the family 
home, a crumbling stately pile in 
South Yorkshire. 

For Dorothy, Lady Stacpoole, 
played by Sian Phillips, it’s her 
home and she wants it to remain so 
even though there’s no heating, the 
parkland is a jungle and an old tin 
bath perched on the billiard table 
in the attic is the only thing that’s 
keeping the rain from washing 
through the roof and into the 
downstairs rooms. 

For her archdeacon sister, fune, 
(Selina Cadell) the only sensible 
option is to hand the whole lot over 
to the National Trust. But Dorothy 
favours a more creative solution. 

There was a feeling, when the 
play first opened, that Bennett was 
having a go at the National Trust. 

“It’s more complicated than that,” 


he says. “I’m not a critic of the 
National Trust but of the whole 
business of conservation. I do find 
it hard to say what the play is about. 
It’s not a lament for a way of life 
that’s gone; I don’t lament it. 
Dorothy’s way - to let it fall down 
- is not a solution at all. But I can 
sympathise. It’s her home, it goes 
beyond preservation.” 

If this were a play by a more polit¬ 
ically hard-line author, there might 
be fewer laughs but this is Alan 
Bennett, the master of wry 
observation and blisteringly funny 
one-liners. 

Dorothy’s schemes to balance the 
books include inviting a porn 
movie maker to use the drawing 
room for location filming. 

“Things like that happen,” says 
Bennett. “Not in NT properties but 
in stately homes. I thought some 
audiences might be shocked but I 
am surprised at how funny they 
find it. Of course, the most shock- 
able line is: ‘There’s nowhere now 
that is not visitable; that, at least, 
the Holocaust has taught us.” 

It’s hard to believe that, next year, 
the still boyish looking Bennett 
will be 80 years old. Does writing 
plays get any easier? 

“No, it doesn’t. When I was 
younger I used to drink whisky or 
vodka to help but not really now. 
Now I like to come to casting 


sessions and rehearsals - it gets 
you out of the house. I don’t want 
to be stuck at home looking out of 
the window.” 

How do you write? 

“I write with a gel pen and then 
onto a typewriter but I get a bit 
arthritic if I do too much on the 
typewriter. I have got a computer 
but the keyboard got stolen and I 
didn’t bother to replace it.” 

A recurring theme runs through¬ 
out the play: that people spoil 
things. Do you believe that? 

“Yes, other people anyway. I 
heard a child say that and it’s true 
isn’t it?” 

It’s been said that you are ‘Over¬ 
appreciated but under-estimated’ 
would you agree with that? 

“Well, yes. People like what I do 
but I don’t think they always know 
what I’ve done. When I’ve gone I 
think they will realise that there is 
a much harsher or more thoughtful 
side to me than I’m given credit for 
now.” 

And when you’ve gone, do you 
think people will want to visit your 
house? “It’s very, very unlikely 
people would want to look round 
my house.” 

I wouldn’t bank on it, Alan.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

IT HAD all the endeavour and intent of a gritty 
FA Cup tie but not much of the magic as Mark 
Cullen’s first-half header was enough to see 
Luton scrape past Woking to book their place 
in the First Round. 

Town had seen off Garry Hill’s Cards’ at the 
Kingfield Stadium barely a month ago via a 
comfortable 4-0 scoreline but a more spirited 
home rally frustrated John Still’s men yester¬ 
day afternoon. 

Debutante goalkeeper Elliot Justham was the

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James pays visit 
to boyhood club 


Feature: Ex-England man on the Hatters

THERE are two mysteries surround¬ 
ing Luton Town. 

The first is how a club which once 
boasted the likes of John Hartson, 
Brian Stein and Mick Harford is now 
languishing in the fifth tier of English 
football. 

The second mystery is how David 
James does not make that list, despite 
supporting the Hatters since being a 
ten-year-old growing up in nearby 
Welwyn Garden City. 

“I seem to remember coming down 
with Watford to play an under-15s or 
under-14s game and Luton didn’t 
have a keeper so I went in goal for 
them,” he said. “That’s the closest 
I’ve got to playing for them. 

“My uncle started taking me and 
one of my mates at school was a 
Luton fan. I’d say it was a dream of 
mine to play for them one day but it’s 
a little bit behind me now. 

“I used to play for Welwyn Pegasus, 
a Sunday League side in 
Hertfordshire. We came down [but] I 


sort of don’t know the game because 
I didn’t keep the programme. It was a 
division three game, for some reason 
I think it was Hull. 

“It was horrible; I was ten years old, 
wasn’t a football fan at the time. I was 
just stood there like ‘what’s everyone 
cheering for’ and I decided to cheer 
for the opposition because I didn’t 
know what was going on.” 

It gets worse than James’ faux pas. 
The 53-times capped former England 
goalkeeper has never even owned a 
Luton strip. 

Well, finally, at the age of 43, the ex- 
Watford youth (whisper it quietly) 
has, by hook or by crook, got his hefty 
hands on a Hatters kit. 

Upon his arrival at the club’s Ely 
Way training ground for a spot of 
A-licence coaching on Thursday, 
James found himself stepping into a 
fresh, blue, Luton training kit. 

“I’m not sure about blue,” he said. “I 
never had a kit when I was a kid so if 
there’s anyone out there. 

“I’ve looked online for two kits; the 
white Luton kit with the Adidas stripe 
down there and the white one with 
the orange and blue Adidas stripe. I 
can’t find them anywhere.” 

James, who represented England at 


the 2010 World Cup, has turned out 
for nine separate clubs during his 
illustrious career. With regards to 
Luton, the most notable and compa¬ 
rable team on his record is 
Portsmouth. 

Having joined Pompey in 2006, 
James departed at the turn of the 
decade, just as the south-coasters’ 
financial problems, subsequent 
administrations and tumbling down 
the leagues began. 

Lor James, the similarities to the 
Hatters don’t end there, although he 
believes John Still’s charges can rise 
again, starting this season. 

“It’s a wonderful opportunity here 
for Luton to get promoted, the league 
position is good,” said James. “There’s 
been a slight contrast with no goals 
anywhere to everyone scoring every¬ 
where. 

“With a bit of fine tuning, from 
what I’ve seen of the ability of the 
players, that will develop into a pro¬ 
motion squad. 

“The first thing I said to John when 
I came here was this reminds me of 
being at Portsmouth in the Premier 
League, in the sense that there were a 
lot of portable cabins. My argument
